For his 
friend's sake therefore — how precious in the 
sight of heaven, must that virtue and piety bo 
deemed which brings a blessing, not only on the 
virtuous and pious, but on their kinsfolk and ac- 
quaintance! — for his friend's sake, the Lord God 
delays the execution of his severe but righteouB 
sentence, until ke has been acquainted with tc ^H

surely become a great nnd miglity n 
the nationa of the earth shall be bleseed a 
For I know him, tliot he will command his chit- 
drsD and his household afler him, and tliey shall 
keep the way of the Lord, to do juetlce and judg- 
ment; that the Lord may briog- upon Abraham 
that which he hath spokeu of him."* The hu- 
man character which could win eui^h tcetimon; 
Bi this From the most high God must command 
our utmost admiration. Being- a human charac- 
ter, should it not also challenge and a 
their utmost exertion our desires of ii 
Encouraged by such hopes, assisted by such heipe, 
as the Scriptures promise us, there is little dan- 
ger of setting our mark too high. Though ihv 
eagle never roach the sun on which his eye la 
fixed, he has his flight forever in the hlaxc of its 
unclouded splendour; and the Christian, though 
be never may sltain the height of God's perfeo- 
lions, yet the higher up tbe mountain of his holi- 
neae he climbs, the more of his glorj-does be see, 
and the more fully is he invested with its spl«ii- 
douTst Id the case before us, the duties to which 
we are invited, though encouraged by a reward 
so great, are Ikr trom being arduous. It wa» be- 
MUM Abialiam lived in Uie faith and fear of Ood, 
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that " the secret of the Lord" was with him ; aai 
the eame devotion to the piety and virtTie of hi 
children and dependants whicli procured for hiz 
the name of "Father of the feithful," also secured 
liie favour and confidence of God — "ahall I bide 
from Abraham that thing' which I do? For I know 
him that he will command his children and hie 
household after him; and they Ehell keep the 
way of the Lord, to do justice and judgmenL" I 
purpose, from these words, and from this example, 
to enforce the daty and the reward of domestic r» 
ligioa, and especially of that which is at once is 
esaential means and chief part of it, fimilt wob- 
HHIP, For of each of you, who, like Abraham, iB 
the parent and master of a family, I woulJ haM 
that glorious testimony borne in heaven — "t 
know him that he will commind his children 
and his household ailer him, and they shall keef 
the way of the Lord, to do justice and judgment.* 
To "Aecp the aiay nf the Lord" is a scripturt 
phrase, expressive of decided and constant lA 
herenoo to his true religion and worship. Td 
" do justice and judgment," ie to discharge all 
the relative duties of life with Aithfuliiess and 
truth. And thus, tlie pregnant lesson of the te«t. 
ie clearly this, that morality as well as religion—^' 
our duty to our fellow men, not leas 
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duty to God — is directly promoted by the muD- 
tenuice of domestic devotion. 

Had man been deBtined for solitude, there b&d 
been neither domestic duties, or domestic plea- 
eurea. His life hB.i! been n.n anchorite's. The 
cell, his world. His employment, the iordid 
pursuit of his own comfort. His devotion, the 
secret communion of his heart with God. But 
he WHB created a social being, and placed in so- 
ciety ; and he becomes answerable for new obli- 
gations, as well as susceptible of new delights: 
and religion, adapting itself to every change of 
man's condition, serves now to bind together th« 
hearts, which in solitude it could but have influ- 
enced singly, and lo bind them all to God. Moat 
intimate and endearing of all social bonds, as it 
forms the intermediate link between the indi< 
vidu&l and the civil community, in the family re- 
lation. It is the tie of holy nature, linking heart 
to heart. It is twined more closely and more 
strongly by mutual interests, mutual sympathies 
mutual joys and mutual griels. Above all, it is 
sanctified by religion. It is this which makaa 
the Christian tamity not — like the herding of the 
brutes, or of more sensual men — an mtercoun* of 
mere conrcnicnce and caprice, but the joint 
partnership of love and life. It is this, which, 

i cherubim of Paiadico. with flaminj _ 
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sword tamed every way, slunds in the porUls of 
the Christian home, (o guard from thought and 
word and deed impuii;, its hallowed entrance. It 
is this, which, cherishing with conetant, scrupu- 
loua regard, the chain that binda together CtirJE- 
tinn hcarta, keeps it forever strong, forever 
bright And it is tliis, which, watching with 
more than vestal care that holiest of all unconse- 
crated altars, the ChriEtian household hearth, 
preeetvea its sacred Hanic in purity and strength. 
And for all this, doea the ChriBtisn father owe no 
debt of gratitude, no acknowledgment of God's 
preserving and protecting goodness, no homage 
of reverence and love to him who keeps his 
dwelling &om disaster, docks it with Joy and 
health, and crowns its roof-tree with the light of 
his life-giving favour 1 He does. And the very 
praises which acknowledge it, and the prayers 
which, seeking its continuance, confess his own 
entire dependance, are, hy the loving favour of 
the Lord, transmuted into golden showers of 
more nbund&nt and more precious blessings. 

In the view of all these generous motives to 
its establish me at and practice, can there he a 
Christiaa parent tliat denies or questions ihe 
reasanableness and obligation of family devo- 
tion} \n private prayer, we supplicate the 
lileasiu^ frocn on high upon our individual per- 
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sod hope; and Ihey feel how heortj a 
holy tlieir praycra should be who have id 
to ^ide through all the suarea of life tJ 
of youDg immorUls. The master kneels b 
the servant i and while the one leels that as bib* 
nera they are humbled to the dust, llie other 
learaa bow, as believers, all are lilted by the 
same cross even to the heavens, They kneel 
together as dependant beinga at the fixitutool ol 
their Benefactor, as guilty beings at the tribuoai 
>l of tbeir Judge ; and prayuig from the deep beut, 
ij with connnon knowledge of their neceBBJtiea,«iid 
II with common deaires for their relief, ekcb for tb* 
U rest, u for himself, they lend mutual earnestnew 
I and fervour to each other, ami ensure His bl^ 

I' sing, who has promised to hia disciplea that 
f - where two of them shall agree, as touching waff 
( thing that they ehall ask, it shall bo dona tat

The perforntanceof family devotion ia attended' 
I with the happiest effects on all who engage in 1^' 

I and thia individually as well as collectively. Ic 

I Bervea as a most wholeaome restraint upon tbMr 

I conduct. Tlipy are put, aa ii worn npon th«ir 

|i conaiabjncy. They will scarcely rice (Void tbMr 
kneos to iho CMnmiaiian of lets which will pot 
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their praycra to ehaiDC. Tlity will hardly in- 
dulge in violence of anger or indecency of ez- 
preseion, who are by and by to pray before their 
household against all that displeaeea God, or 
unfits meo for heaven. Nor is this a!!. Prayer 
is a means of grace, and God bleBses the patient 
use of means. " In the morning sow tby seed, 
and in the evcniag withhold not thy hand," and 
doubt not that he will give the increase. To 
knee!, to ask, to eeek, is in the power of all. 
The holy will, tlie Banctllied wish, the steady 
purpose of obedience, God must bestow. But he 
has promised to give them only to those who 
kneel and seek ajid ask for them. 

In binding a femily togellier in peace and love, 

there is no human influence like tliat of domestic 

prayer. Uniting them in a common object, it ^^^ 
unites their sympathies and tbcir desires. Raia- "^^H 
ing their hearts to heaven, itbringstliem together ^^| 
in the presence of God. The family allar is an 
ftBylum, to which they all repair from the cares 
and toils of life. Reminding them of the vanity 
and sorrow of the world, it unites their resolution 
and theic patience in enduring them. Reminding 
them of the rest reserved in heaven, it unites 
thera in efibrts of faith and obedience ibr its at- 
\ tainment. Earth has no holier spot than a house ^^M 
\ thua sanctified by prayer — wiiere the voice of ^^H 
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supplication and thanksg^iving consecrates evei 
day, where the word of God is devoutly read, ai 
young and old unite to show forth all hia prau 
It may be humhle ; hut it is holy, and therefbi 
heavenly. Poverty may be there, and sorron 
but its inmates are rich in faith, and joyous i 
the Holy Ghost. Sickness and death must enU 
it ; but they will come as angels of peace ai 
mercy, and the spirits whom they release firoi 
the imprisonment of the flesh shall be unito 
free and happy, to worship forever, as earth dJ 
not permit them, a family in heaven. 

But chiefly is family worship important for i1 
influence on children and dependanta It is i 
this way that they are best taught religion, a 
they learn language, by insensible degrees- 
little one day and a little another, **line upo 
line, and precept upon precept" Religio 
thus imparted becomes a part of the milk thi 
nourishes, of the bread that feeds them. It ; 
incorporated with the very substance of the 
hearts. They are brought up *'in the nurtui 
and admonition of the Lord.*' They cannot r 
member when they were not under its holy ij 
fluenccs. They become Christians by impe 
ccptible degrees; and grow in the knowledg 
and love of (lod and of their duty, as they gro^ 
in wisdom and in stature. 



YoQ that, as paronta, and licada of families, 
have, aa it were, given hostages to God and to 
Bociety, lay these considerationa well to heart. 
Iiook on your little children, as they climb your 
knees and gather round youi board, and ask your- 
selves how you should answer it to society, to 
them, to God, that you had deprived them in 
their helpless infiincy of advantages like thisi If 
I knew a parent that lived in the habitual neglect 
of broilj devotion, this should be my argument; 
and while a throb of holy nature trembled at his 
heart, I should not fear for tbe result. I would re- 
mind him of the wealcneBs of our poor, &llcn hu- 
manity, and of the temptations of the world. I 
would remind him that, vig'ilant as the pareatel 
eye might be, the time would come when its de- 
light and pride must go beyond its reach. And 
I would ask him calmly to consider, if, from the 
fiery ordeal of that wicked world the darling 
child, whose elightest ache has kept him all 
night long awake, and in the accomplishment of 
whose mind and person he has lavished gold that 
bis own sweat and blood have earned, should 
come back, all scathed and branded, a eoilcd and 
ruined thing, his very heart within him would 
not break outright with sorrow and remorse, that 
F he had never sought to shield bis inlsnt inno- 
I cence with prayer, nor to arm him with the 
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weapons of God's word agaiDBt those sinrut li 
wbicli hnve acliieved his ruin. See to it, beloved ' 
brethreD, that on uont; of yon tlil9 eorrow beyond 
all earthly sorrow fall. AE^pirc, by iniiiaCing 
Abraham's noble example, to ahare his gloriotu 
commendation. Resolve, like gallant Josbus, 
"aa for mo and my house, we will Bcrve tlw 
Lord," ff you have already begun, gg on in 
steadfast perseverance. If you have not begun, 
take courage to begin to-day. Call over, oaa 
by one, the excuses which have hitherto pro- 
vented you; and with a noble Christian courigv 
dare lor your own sake, for your children's nkr, 
to trample on them all. la it want of liinst 
Take bo mui^h from your bueinesv It is Ood 
wbogivelh yon the increaBO, and by hiaseTTJe* 
none can loae. Is it want of ability ! Do it u 
well a^ you can. It is upon the heart Uiol tit* 
prayer-hearer looks. According to that a nwn 
hath it is accepted, and not according lo iJml h* 
halh not Do you fear the rcbtraint it will bn* 
po«eonyou1 "Then it is bdeoJ lime that yoo 
should begin. Huw feBrful Ins conilitioii wbo bj 
rejecting all restraint, avows his open prclbf«oce 
of sin to Ijolineas! Or do yon fear the inipiitatJn) 
of uQgularily, "the world's ilrtaui Unghl" If 
olliers are irreligious, the more rnuun for yonr 
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t wttB Abdiei'H praise to Htand alone

The object of tliis publication Is to adapt to tho 
putpoaoa of fiunily prajcr tiie Morning and Evening 
aerviccs of the Chnrcb. 

Thoae Services were conBidered by tlie Divines, 
who, at tho cefcrmtttion, tranelated and ro-nrranged 
them, to bo fitted for daily and private use ; all 
Priests and Deacona being enjoined "to say daily 
tbc Morning and Evening Prayer, cither pritalety 
or openly, not being let by sicloiess or some other 
urgent caoBe."* To the adoption of them for family 
noTBhip, it ia urged aa an objection, that something 
is requited which bears more immsdiately upon 
domestic wants and circumstances : and to supply 
tliis deflciency a daily Prayer has, in this compila- 
tion, been provided, instead of the Collect of Iho 
week. The Collects foe Wednosdaj and Friday are 
selected as relating to those events of our Itedemp- 
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tion which took place on Ihoee days, and whi^ hnv 
thiu invested Ihem with a dcgrm of boliites*; oar 
Lgrd bnving lieen liclrajed on the Wi 
crucified on tlie Ftidaj.* 
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AnoUifr objection is railed, on aooontit of 
length of the ScrvicSH as they wo found 
of Common Frsytr; and to obviate thii objection, 
tho Fsaluia ore omilled. logolhcr with what are 
callEd the BtalB Prayers, and the LcMOoa aia M 
placed tliat Ihej may be read or not, acoording to 
coQvonicoce. For the omission of the etale Prajera 
the ajiology is, that inbcbalf of the King and all who 
are in anlhorily under him, the daily ancrifice of 
prayer is ofTered in oar Cathedrals and many of our 
Parish Churches, and no good Cliristioo will &>igtt, 
in his private devotions, lo mako supplication for llw 
peace of M> country and bis church: so thai it doe* 
DC* seem abcolutelj necessary that tbii abouU 
B part of dotDBslic warship. 

By IfaosB who really admire the servieca o 
Church, greater variety in ibcir devotkna wUI l| 



be feqnired than that which is afforded by the daily 
change of the first Collect. But as the same Prayers 
are used twice, perhaps thrice, on a Sunday, at 
Church, two forms have been compiled for the Lord's 
Day; the Collects of which are chiefly taken from 
the English and American Books of Common Prayer*
